Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Walters proposed clarifying the eroding feature as recited in 
claim 2 so as to exclude the interpretation applied by the examiner in the last office action so that it more closely 
reflected what was meant by eroding of time in the specification. This feature would then be incoporated into the 
independent claims. The examiner stated that the manner of eroding as disclosed in the specification was not 
disclosed by the art of record, so limiting erosion of time to just the manner disclosed in the specification would 
overcome the art of record. However, an updated search would still have to be performed. The examiner also stated 
that some recent court cases have come out with regards to 101 and alerted Mr. Walters to the fact that further 
analysis of the claims would include analysis with respect to 101 in light of these new cases.
